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have been entered into, performed, commenced, or 
that may exist under or by virtue or in pursuance of 
said acts, or any fortner acts incorporating the city of 
Waupaes, or any of them; but ti e same shall exist, 
and be enfbrced, and carried out and completed as 
fully and effectually to all intents and purposes as if 
this act had not been . passed. 

SEcTioN 26. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 239. 

[Published March 18, 1876.1 

AN ACT to authorize the State Board of Charities and Reform to trans- 
fer insane persons in certain cases. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Whenever it shall be brought to the 
notice of the State Board of Charities and Reform, that 
an insane inmate of either of the Wisconsin hospitals 
for the insane are legally entitled to receive such care 
and support in the National Hospital for Insane Sol-
diers, they shall take such measures RS may be neces-
sary to establish the fact of such claim, and when so 
established they shall transfer or cause to be trans-
ferred such insane person to tile said hospital for 
Insane soldiers. 

SEcrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
